All it takes is 250 signatures of registered voters on a 
petition to the Selectmen, stating the articles to be con- 
sidered, But we honestly believe it will be easy to collect 
1UUU signatures — and they should be collected — on such 
a petition. 


This is the time for the voters to assume their responsi- 


bility — the time to take matters out of the fumbling, 
bumbling hands that may continue to juggle this subject 


for weeks on end, 


For there is no immediate water supply crisis — but a 


long-range one exists that’s a beauty. And we all have 


been duped into seeing only the contrived emergency of 
the moment, to our own peril, for it is the long-range solu- 
tion that is vital. 

A Magician’s Trick 

Like the little bright gee-gaw that takes your attention 
away from the magician’s real purpose, we have concen- 
trated so much on the level of Hageett’s Pond that we 
have seen, but not understood, a set of basic facts. 

The water supply problem has been over-dressed. Let’s 
strip it of its fancy duds, ignore the attention-getting 
devices and concentrate on a set of figures. Haggett’s 
Pond figures, 

Then let’s see whether we have a water crisis or not! 

Basic statistics in the Weston and Sampson engineering 
report of 1945 provide the facts we need to reach a con- 
clusion. 

Haggett’s Pond holds a minumum of | ,036,000,000 gal- 
lons of water at high water mark. 

The pond is five feet below that mark and is holding 
approximately half-a-billion gallons of water now. 

When it reaches 72 inches below high water mark, the 
pond will contain about 488,000,000 gallons. 

The safe yield of the Pond is 1,300,U00 gallons daily, 
That’s the amount that runs back into the Pond each day 
from the water shed in a period of drought. 

Now let’s see how we stand, 

The town has been using two or more million gallons 
daily — leaving a deficit of at least 7UU,U0U gallons daily, 
hat’s why the level of the Pond goes down by about half- 
an-inch daily. Despite this, the Pond is half full now — 
holding half-a-billion gallons of water. 

How Much Do We Have 

Now lets look at the bare facts of water Supply from 
other sources, 

The Abbot test well is producing 300,000 gallons daily, 
directly into the water system. 

The Ballardvale well is producing 6U0,UU0U gallons daily 
on a continuous test basis, but has not yet been tied into 
the system, 

elementary mathematics provides us, then, with the 
total water available from other sources than the Pond — 
900,000 gallons daily. 

Let’s add this to the safe yield from the Pond — and 
we come up with 2,200,000 gallons daily that could be 
consumed without lowering the level of the Pond at all. 

[hat’s about what the town has been averaging for the 
past few weeks, We remind you, of course, that the Bal- 
lardvale test well is not tied into the system, so the Pond 
level has naturally continued to drop. 

It’s The Water That Counts 

That’s the gimmick. The brilliant bit of flim-flammery 
that has kept our attention, The magicians have waved 
that word ‘‘drop’’ in front of our eyes until we couldn’t see 
the true facts. 

The drop of the pond is insignificant. 

Inhard, realistic figures we have proven that the Supply 
in Haggett’s Pond, plus the two wells, would Supply 
enough water to meet the average daily requirement during 
the past few weeks, Without dropping the level of the Pond, 
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And if you don’t drop the level of the Pond — you have 
that half-billion gallons of water in reserve, 

So do we have a water crisis? 

A long-range one, yes. Right now, no. 


) 


With a supply of 2,200,000 gallons each day available 
without drawing on the half-billion gallon reserve in the 
Pond, it would be safe to remove water restrictions as 
they have been imposed by the BPM, 

Not only would it be safe — it is the only morally 
honest step to take. 

The amount of water pumped without restrictions would 
be well over three million gallons daily, close to four on 
hot days for the remainder of the summer. Let’s assume 
the town pumped four million or roughly two million more 
than the safe yield of the Pond added to the test well pro- 
duction. 

Two million gallons a day in excess means, by simple 
division, that the reserve in the Pond would last about 
250 days. 

But, of course, you can’t pump the Pond dry. So actually 
there are somewhat fewer days than 250 — possibly as few 
as 1UU. So what. 

In three months and a half it will be winter. Water con- 
sumption will not be at the high level of four million gal- 
lons — but will have dropped back to about the yearly 
average of 1,8U0,U00 gallons daily, Even without a drop of 
rain or moisture of any kind, the Pond would begin to re- 
2,200,000 gallons are 
pumped. By keeping the test wells pumping into the sys- 


cuperate at the time when less than 


tem, the Pond would be required to furnish less than the 
1,300,000 gallons it can provide without dropping in con- 
tent. And the excess will stay in the Pond, then, increas- 
ing the number of gallons in storage. Rain and snow will 
add millions of gallons during the next nine months. 
Enough For Now 

That’s why the present crisis is phony. There’s enough 
water for use this year, without restrictions, if the BPW 
will just tie in the remaining well — and certainly in the 
time interval between this writing and the day it is tied 
in, there would not be such a tremendous use of water that 
the reserve in the Pond could not stand the strain. 

Now let’s look searchingly, but briefly, at the long- 
range problem. And there is one. A bad one. 

The town needs a water source that will provide, in the 
fairly immediate future, up to 10 or 15 million gallons a 
day, That would allow for normal per Capita increase in 
consumption, growth in the residential areas and for some 
industrial expansion. How to get that much water is the 
real problem, one we feel the BPW is not looking square 
in the face at this time. Probably the eventual solution, 
regardless of how much time is wasted, will be a filter 
plant on the banks of the Merrimack River, 

Action — Not Talk 

Certainly, with these hard facts staring at us, begging 
to be understood, we can do no more than urge that a town 
meeting be called right away, 

‘or we, contrary to the beliefs of some public servants 
involved in this mess, believe that the voters should have 
their say, We are convinced this is the only way for the 
voters to make their desires known — the only way to eget 
positive, constructive action. 

Now that the magician’s spell has been broken, let’s 
act. ;
